LETTER CONCBBNINQ LITX, HABITS AND CON- 


DITIONS IN NEW MEXICO. 


Flerro, N. M. April 9. 


Editor Gazette:—It 
now 
has been 


eveial months since my departure from 
ristol. The intervening time has gone 
apidly and profitably UB I have learned 
uch and seen much to remember and 
nuibed largely of the ways and customs 
f the country. One of the most preval- 
nt customs is not to do today that which 
can be done tomorrow and this Is veritably 


ie land of "manana," which is Spanish 
or tomorrow. In fact, so much has been 
ut off until tomorrow that this sparsely 


settled section of the South-west gives 


ne the impression of being more remotely 
amoved from the East than the Pacific 
oast district, because of its wild looking 
rontier appearance and lack of develop 
ment. It is now about the only remnin- 
ng portion of the United States which 
lias not become thoroughly inoculated 
with eastern people, and their ways. 


As yet New Mexico is the stamping 


ground of that style of cow-puncher who 
ides to the neighboring village for a so 
•ailed good time, rigged out in a western 
lat with leather band, large leather 
schapps to protect the legs from the 
>rush, with spurs, and sometimes a brace 
f pistols. These shooting irons, however, 
are getting to be a thing of the past. On 
the horn of the big, deep-seated Mexican 
saddle always is the rope or lariat which 


thrown with so much skill in roping 


cattle. Notwithstanding the formidable 
appearance of a cow-puncher he is usually 
a good follow and >ery often has had a 
college education and has chosen this life 
n the open air upon account of ill health, 
or, again, a man of good family elsewhere 
who has committed some overt act and 
seeks the seclusion of this lite. 


Here the custom of recognizing frac- 


tional currency as two, four or six bits is 
still in vogue. There are no pennies in 
circulation nor bills of less denomination 
than five dollars; anything smaller is in 
silver. 
The houses and shacks are of 


numerous and quaint designs, erected to 
suit the locality, and, excepting in the 
larger towns, are entirely sttangers to 
paint. 


These western customs, mode of living, 


and lack of comfortable houses must 
eventually recede 
before the wave of 


eastern emigration in this locality, as 
surely as tho wave has swept away similar 
customs elsewhere in the west. The ad- 
vent of competition in railroads giving 
lower freight rates, will have its usual 
etfect and a decided change of the customs 
and appearances of the people and country 
will be noticed. Pennies will appear and 


such as groceries, meats, dry goods, hard' 
ware, furniture, lumber, coal and grain 
etc. 
upon all of which is obtained a gen- 


erous profit 
The store is often more 


profitable than the mine. In the Mexican 
purchase of dry goods, quality is sacri- 
ficed for bright colors. Soaps, crackers or 
anything put up in a bright flashy box is 
preferable over bulk goods at u lower 
price. Other articles are usually bought 
as cheaply as possible, the quality of an 
article making no difference if it answers 
the purpose. 


The Mexico tenor and senoraare usually 


the proud possessors of a large household 
of children. This increase of their popu- 
lation seems to keep pace with the emi- 
gration of the whites. This territory is 
supposed to have a Mexican majority of the 
inhabitants. 
! 


The customs of old Mexico in naming 


children is still observed. The Mexican 
church calendar provides a saint for every 
day of the year. 
When a child is born the , 


date is looked up in the calendar, and the 
name of the saint for that day is bestowed 
'• 


upon the child, and ever afterward this 
saint day is a holiday with him. The cal- 
endar is replete with the days of St. Johns 
and St. Pauls, which accounts for so 
many Mexican names of Juan and Pablo. 
Whenever one of these saint days occur, 
whether or not it ia the right St. John or 
St. Paul, all of that name take a holiday, 
being fearful that the mistake might occur 
and the day of their patron saint would 
be passed without a due celebration, which 
usually consists of getting drunk. The 
Juan days are usually'big ones. 
Then 


again some of the children are named after 
the day itself, and receive such titles as 
Christmas or Easter. The Mexicans are 
an affectionate people and take pleasure 
in being with their children, who are 
usually bright looking and assist la gath- 
ering the wood, getting water and going 
to the company store, which are about the 
only chores to be performed. 
A great 


many of the children go to school and are 
taught Spanish and English. 


There is usually another member of a 


Mexican household, it is of the canine per- 
suasion. They call it a dog, but it is such 
a half-starved, dejected appearing animal 
of any old color that it is difficult to de- 
tect the species.

Report of National iosrd of Fire 


Underwriter*. 


The National Board of Fire Underwrit- 


ers, 156 Broadway, New York, made a fire 
department and water supply inspection of 
Bristol, on March 21, 1902, and the 
printed "report has been issued. A general 
summary of fire hazard and liability to 
conflagrations is given, as well as a gen- 
eral statement concerning the fire depart- 
m< nt and water snpplv. It is stated that 
"good discipline exists for volunteer ser- 
vi.e." 


The following 
recommedations 
are 


made: 
That permanently employed driven and 


hones be located at the steam fire 
engine station; quick hitching harness 
should be nsed; also heating attachment 
to steam fire engine for quick service. 


A hose tower should be erected at No. 2 


fir.' station for hose drying purposes. 


One alarm gong indicator should be 


placed in the Third ward fire station. 


There is a necessity for establishing 


suitable fire limits, to include the entire 
built up section; the construction of 
wooden buildings should be nrohibited 
within the limits, and tbe use of any other 
than fireproof roofing.

It has been only a very few years since 


old Geranimo and his Apache followers 
sent terror to the hearts of the few inhab- 
itants in this immediate vicinity.

settlers then would seek safety in the camp 
confines of Fort Bayard or at Silver City. 
Now Geranimo is a prisonei and his dep- 
redations history. 


A trip to see the true west or frontier 


should not be delayed, as it will soon be a 
thing of the past and even now is to be 
found in only a few sections. 


One of the most interesting sights of 


the South-western country is the Mexican 
home 
and its occupants, 
which are 


usually numerous. With the exception of 
a few villages similar to Las Oruces, 
where the houses are almost entirely of 
adobe erected in regular order and facing 
streets, the Mexican house is nothing more 
than a shack constructed of any material 
to be found in the locality with the least 
labor attached to its erection. These 
shacks are built indiscriminately with no 
regularity as to frontage or proximity to 
neighbors, or places of beauty or comfort. 
Some are erected against a tree, others are 
ut in the side of a hill and some on piles 


of rock. There are usually a few shacks 
grouped in the neighborhood of one well, 
which is common property. The impove- 
ments of the well consist usually of a hole 
in the ground about fifteen or more feet 
deep with an old powder can on the end OL 
a rope which ie pulled up hand over hand 
on a shieve wheel. Around one of these 
wells at Fietro is a group of 
houses 


typical of this section. 
There is one 


which is a well constructed adobe con- 
taining two rooms and is built against the 
hill side, directly below this alongside of 
a mountain "wash," when the floods come 
down in the rainy season, is a house of 
which one side is built of the boards from 
Eagle soap and Arbuckle's coffee cases 
another side of 
straight poles with the 


cracks mudded up with adobe. The re- 
maining two sides are composed of tin 
from old cans, short boards, brush, etc. 
The roof is a pile of brush and straw 
covered with adobe, and a couple of big 
powder cans form the chimney. 
Immedi- 


ately adjoining is the yard or corral for 
the burro, whose only covering from year 
to year is the heaven above. The fence of 
the corral is unique, being built with the 
long straight stalks of the mescal or cent- 
ury plant, p'aee* on end closely together 
making a better appearance than the 
house. These mescal stalks grow twenty 
feet tall and before the flower is formed 
will make a growth of ten or twelve Inches 
in a night. This rapid growth absorbs all 
of the vitality of the plant which soon 
dies, but leaves standing a most admirable 
tenee rail to be cut when dry. 


The few1 clothes washed by the senora 


of this shack are rubbed after a fashion, 
bending over a tub placed on the ground 
with her back humped higher than her 
head, and atter they are supposedly clean 
they are spread out on the Mexican clothes 
line of the district,which is a collection of 
available bushes. Another building near 
this same well is constructed, with the 
exception of the roof entirely of dibble- 
stones laid in adobe, which is a heavy 
sticky clay. 
The roof is thatched with 


brush and covered with clay. 
Very few 


bouses have windows or more than one 
room, and there are always ample cracks 
and openings to admit fresh air. The

COL. 
JOHN MeKEE. 


New York Sun. 


Col. John McKee, who recently died in 


Philadelphia, in his eighty-second year, 
was one of the richest colored men fcj thi 
United States. He was a Virginia negro 
born free, but without even a woodei 
spoon in his mouth. He wan apprentice! 
to a brickmaker ran away to work in 
Baltimore confectioner's,a job much more 
attractive to a boy, 
but was nabbed by 


the Sheriff and sent back to the brick 
yard. When he came of age, he emigrat 
ed to Philadelphia and worked in a livery 
stable, whence he graduated into the em 
ploy of a restaurant keeper. As became an 
industrious apprentice, he married bis em- 
ployer's daughter and carried on tbe busi- 
ness after his father-in-law retired. This, 
says the New York Sun, was good luck; 
but if the young man had not had industry 
and ability, he would not have got tbe 
business or been allowed to marry the 
boss's daughter. Note also that he began 
to dabble in real estate when'still a 
young man, and made tbe bulk of his for- 
tune out of it after giving up the real es- 
tate business in 1866. 


It is said that Col. McKee owned more 


than 1,000,000, aeres of land at one time. 
At the time of his death he owned from 
three hundred to four hundred Philadel- 
phia bouses, free and clear, and the value 
of his estate is estimated at between $1,- 
500,000 
and $2,000,000. 
He was 
the 


founder and owner of MoKee City in New 
Jersey . He owned coal and oil territory 
in West Virginia and Kentucky and a 
great tract of land, more than 20,000 
acres in Stenben county, New York. In 
short he was a real estate operator of widn 
interests and striking success. He started 
with nothing and died a millionaire, a les- 
son to colored Absaloms. Too many of 
bis race are improvident and lazy, as It is 
natural enough that they should be; but 
the number of well-to-do negroes is in- 
creasing visibly. 
When a colored man 


once gets a start and saves enough to get 
interested in the game, he is likely to suc- 
ceed. 
In spite of many exclusions and 


prohibitions there is field enough for him. 
It cannot be expected, however, that many 
men, white, or black, 
will have the 


shrewdness and the business judgment of 
Col. John McKee.

appointed by the Presbytery of Philadel- 
phia North to inquire into the difficulties 
in the Bristol Presbyterian Church, ex- 
changed pulpits with Rev. Dr. Alison on 
last Sunday. At the morning service Dr. 
Pumphrey read the findings of tbe com- 
mission without note or comment. They 
ore as follows: 


That there was trouble in the church 


when the present pastor was called, which 
trouble had for some time been agitating 
the congregation. 


That, through lack of the spirit of mu- 


tual forbearance and concession, not only 
has the original difficulty been perpetu- 
ated, but other troubles have arisen, which 
have resulted in serious division in the 
church. 


That, while the session admits that 


there have been errors of judgment in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
church, these errors do not excuse the 
persistent opposition to the constituted 
authorities of the church, whlcn in one 
form or another, baa been manifest dur- 
ing the whole of the present pastorate. 


The Oommision enjoins on all the raem- 


bei s of the church and congregation that 
they deal charitably with one another, and 
sacrifice their personal preferences in the 
interests of peace, that there be no sell ism 
in the church of Christ; on all who feel 
themselves aggrieved, and who have on 
that account absented themselves from 
the sanctuary and the Sacrament, or with- 
diawn, wholly or in part, their financial 
suppoit, that they return to their nlleg- 
ianco nnd engage heartily in the Lord's 
work whete Providence hns placed them. 


We provide thut, in accordance with 


the Form of Go*ernment, chapter IX, 
section 3, on the imitation of the pastor, 
with the concurrence of the session, the 
Rev. 
Alexander Henry, D. D., act aa Pro- 


visional Moderator of the session. And 
we so provide hoping that this plan will 
secure a better understanding between the 
session and the congregation, and bring 
about harmony in the church. 


The findings were unanimously signed 


by the members of tbe commission. 


A largo congregation, was present in the 


morning, and after the service, the con- 
gregation broke up into little groups and 
discussed the probable1 purport of the de- 
cision. The adherents as well 
as the 


opponents of the pastor did not seem to 
know just "where they were at," but 
finally both of the factions came to the 
conclusion that they had won a victory 
and there is now, apparently, no cause for 
complaint on either side. 


One of the principal causes for griev- 


ance by the opponents of the present 
church 
administration has 
been 
the 


alleged high-handed and arbitrary actions 
of the session, and the fact that a vise 
and impartial head is to rule that body 
will undoubtedly put an end to the 
alleged injustice from that source. 


Dr. 
Alexander Honiv, is pastor of a 


Frankford Presbyterian Church, and is a 
man of rare judgment and common sense, 
and he will be tbe practical head of the 
church. 
He is a life-long and intimate 


friend of Dr. Knox, the former pastor of 
the Bristol church, and if the aggrieved 
members of the church who petitioned 
Presbytery will seek his council and sup- 
port him in his efforts to restore harmony, 
the present difficulties will undoubtedly 
be adjusted. 


Dr. Henry took hold of the Frankford 


Church after it had disbanded in order to 
get rid of a minister and has cemented the 
feeling in the congregation and built up 
the church. 


The commission will be continued and 


a natch kept on the local church. It is to 
be hoped that the present peace plans 
will prove to be successful in its object.

George N. Oorson, Esq., a prominent 


member of the Montgomery county bar, 
died at his home in Norristown last Satur- 
day.

Mr. Oorson was a special correspondent of 
the Oazette, and furnished many enter- 
taining letters Cor this paper.
